LONDON, England—Now that. 
war is at an end and the days of re- 
eonstruction have come, people. are 
beginning to question which of the 


many activities arising out of the war- 


time conditions are destined to con- 


tinue in the new circumstances. Some, 
no doubt, will pass completely away; 


others will become so changed with) 


changed conditions as to be almost 
unrecognizable, while others again, 
having proved their utility, will re- 
main firmly planted. as permanent in- 
stitutions. It is probably safe to pre- 
dict that among these latter will be 


included the national kitchens. 


Started quietly withovt any great 
flourish of trumpets, and in many of 
towns distinctly in an 
these kitchens have 
proved their usefulness, and, in fact, 
to a population almost en- 
tirely engaged in war work; and 
wherever they have been capably run

No 
dish cost more than 5d., and most of 
them only 2d. or 3d. a portion; they 
were well cooked and served, and 
again and again the assistants were 
told what a boon this cooked food was 
to the busy worker.

Delaware has few industries created 
the war and the need for foreign-

Government Takes Stens

LONDON, Teg (Thursday) —

position is that the government, as 
representing the masses of the people, 
must beat the minority 
disorder and riot, or they themselves 
must go under. The government is 
determined that the country shall not 
to a standstill at the dictate of 

who wish to spread disorder. 

The threat of the London district 
committee of the Electrical Trades 
l'nion to plunge London into darkness 
unless there is immediate intervention 
in the Clyde dispute, came from a 
small section who wish to rule the 
masses. The terms of the resolution 
sent to the government plainly show 
the attitude the men who adopted 
it, since in the wording of the com- 
munication there is no demand for a 
40-hour week for themselves alone, 
but a threat to cut off London’s 
light if intervention is not made by 
the -government elsewhere to make 
the 40-hour week operative through- 
out the United Kingdom. The resolu- 
tion was passed in the full knowledge 
that the government. had refused to 
intervene in the strikes. 

As showing that the members of the 
Klectrical Trades Union do not de- 
mand a 40-hour week for themselves, 
it may be noted that on Jan. 3 the Lon- 
don District Committee entered into 
an agreement with the employers for 
a 47-hour week and the agreement 
came into operation on Feb. 4.

$6,000,000,000 for This Year

With the submission to Congress on! 


Thursday of the conferees’ argument 
on the lone-delaved War Revenue Bill, 
the people of the United States were 
presented with their prospective fed- 
eral tax budget for 1919, and ensuing 
years something over $6,000,000,000 
this vear 
subject to the revision of future rates 
expected to be undertaken by the next 
Congress, 

The conference report, 
the -Tlouse by Democratic Leader 
Kitchin, Was regarded as assured of 
adoption by both House and Senate 
and of approval by the President, Be- 
sides this year's tax levy of about 
$6,000,000,000, further Treasury needs, 
to be raised by bonds and other means, 
are estimated by the Treasury at about 
$12,000 000.000, 

Except for slightly 
excess profits rates for- 
porations’ income tax rates for 1920, 
virtually ‘all the rates revised in 
the bill passed by the Senate are ap- 
proved by the conferees and remain 
in the final conference draft. Like the 
original House bill and the Senate's 
revision, tl 
ied upon war excess profits of corpora- 
tions and on incomes, individual and 
corporate. tates of the Senate on 
transportation, beverages, cigars &nd 
tobacco, amusement admissions, club 
dues, luxuries and semi- luxuries, 
stamp and special] taxes all substan- 
tially were adopted by the conferees, 
while the House rates on estates and 
insurance were reinstated, 

The principal rate increases agreed 
to in conference were to raise the 
corporation income rate for 1920 from 
§ per cent, as proposed by the Senate, 
to 10 per cent, and an Increase trom 
69 to 65 per cent in the second “‘brack- 
et’ or sliding rate on corporation's 
excess profits for this year. The Sl 
per cent war profits tax for this year 
was adopted, and, upon insistence by 
House ‘eonferees, extended to 1920, 
but made applicable next year only 
upon such profits from government 
war contracts. The excess profits 
bracket rates of 20 and 40 per cent 
for 1920 also were approved. 

Virtually all the so-cabled relief 
provisions or “cushions” of the Scn- 
ate, designed to prevent hardships 
imposition of the corporation taxes, 
were adopted.

LONDON, England—-When at Haster, 
1917, the Turks and their German 
masters drove the whole population of 
Jaffa from their homes into the open 
country, to live or perish as the case 
might be, many of the people settled in 
the villages—anywhere where there 
seemed the bare hope of life. Amongst 
these were Aneeseh and her sisters, 
for long in touch with the Scottish 
woman who tells the tale, and mem- 
bers of a very respectable family. 
They remained at Wadi Aryon, half- 
way up to Nablus. There they eked 
out a hard existence till General 
Allenby’s great advance began, in 
September last, when they found 
themselves in the direct line of fire. 


It was an anxious time for all. Word 
came to the listeners that soldiers 
were approaching, and they peeped 
through the shutters in terror, expect- 
ing to see Turks and Germans.

To render the material assistance to 
China which is almost the duty of the 
western world, means to accept a very 
considerable financia] burden.

British Isles offer to them. This ap- 
peal is signed by Lord Selborne. as 
president of the scholarship fund for 
Overseas sailors and soldiers, and by 
the five vice-presidents, Mr. H. A. L.

Long, Viscount Milner and Lord Weir. 
They say that most of these officers 
and men will soon return to their own 
countries, where ample facilities exist 
for such of them as may seek to con- 
tinue their education. A number, how- 
ever, are anxious to remain for a time 
in the United Kingdom, in order to 
attend courses in the universities and 
schools of technology of the old 
country. 

“Qur ancient universities,” goes on 
the appeal, “possess more than a 
merely sentimental attraction for stu- 
dents of the classics, history, and phil- 
osophy, and many—not only of the 
Older, but also of the newer universi- 
ties in this country—afford specia! op- 
portunities for the pursuit of science 
(the natural sciences). and of social.

“Practical idealism,” one imagines

They begin with a definition of the 
purpose of democracy, and proceed 
to enunciate a theory of education 
based upon this definition. Accord- 
ing to the committee, the purpose of 
democracy “is so to organize society 
that each member may develop his

ties designed for the well-being of his 
fellow members and of society as a 
whole.” There are several terms in 
this definition which an impartial 
eritic would desire to have further 
elucidated. With this axiom as cor- 
ner stone, the committee next pro- 
ceed to set forth the objects of edu- 
cation, or as they call them, “the 
objectives.” These are health, com- 
mand of fundamental processes, 
worthy home membership, vocation, 
citizenship, worthy use of leisure, and 
ethical character. Having these in 
proper proportions, a student is sup- 
posed to illustrate the first, or axiom- 
atic, definition. Curiously enough, 
while proclaiming these “objectives,” 
the committee repudiate ‘vague gen- 
eralities, such as intellectual disci- 
pline.”” What seems to be likewise 
repudiated is any hint of the spiritual 
content of life, unless this is to be 
included under “ethical character.” 
It is difficult to meet the plan squarely 
in opposition, as it deserves, without 
appearing at the same time to oppose 
some elements which are obviously 
desirable ends or, at least, by-products 
of all rational education. There are 
many admirable details in the rec- 
the opposition is di- 
rected rather against the sins of 
omission than those of commission. 
The sevenfold list of “objectives” is 
crouped for purposes of the curricu- 
lum under three heads: “constants, 
“curriculum variables,” and 
electives.’’ The constants “should be

determined mainly by the objectives of | 


health, command of fundamental proc- 
worthy home membership, citi- 
zenship, and ethical character.” “The 
variables by vocational needs, 
including, as they frequerly do, prep- 
arations for advanced study in special 
fields.”” The electives are “to be taken 
by pupils in accordance with individ- 
ual aptitudes or special interests, gen- 
erally of non-rational nature. 
These are especially in 
preparation use of 
leisure.” 

The opponents might rest their case 
upon the use of abstract terms 
which occurs throughout the report. 
Such vagueness of expression allows 
the defense to supplement their defini- 
tions with a wide variety of interpre- 
tations. One may not, for example, 
reply to such a phrase as “significant 
for the worthy use of leisure.” It may 
mean anything nothing. But to 
quibble over definitions would be criti- 
cism of a purely destructive nature. 

If we however, to seize upon 
something “significant,” it is the state- 
ment that intellectual discipline is a 
Vague generality. The inference froin 
it is that the study of subjects which 
cannot be classified under such head 
ings “vocational,” “significant fo 
the worthy use of leisure,” or of value 
as preparation for citizenship, i: 
wasted effort. This inference is con- 
firmed ty a further examination of the 
committee’s report, It is true that 
they careful safezuard tbhem- 
selves by pleas for broad interpreta- 
tions, and disclaimers of too rigid a 
theory of efficiency, yet it in the 
main outlines of their proposals that 
they must be judged, and not in their 
parenthetical apologie: 

In no single paragraph, for exam- 
ple, is it mentioned that the true func- 
tion of education is ta train minds to 
think. Instead we hear much about 
training students for their future vo 
cation and as*members of a com- 
munity. The first means teaching a 
trade or handicraft, a matter -which 
hae little to do with the training of 
the mind; the second implies a stan 
dardization of mentality in which what 
is taught shall be substituted-for any 
effort at original thinking.

“I have dealt elsewhere with the 
amazingly beneficent influence of the 
work upon the children, and its 
stimulating effect upon their imagina- 
tions, in a pamphlet entitled ‘Our 
Experience of the Influence of Handi- 
crafts Upon the Workers.’ I wish I 


can only say I have not in the least 
exaggerated it. And now for a few 
prosaic facts about the thrift value 
of this home industry. Our young vil- 
lage weaver has spun and woven her- 
self several dress lengths, and of one 
she noted down for us the cost in 
money and time. Please. remember 
that the stuff produced was a comely, 
warm homespun, 
quality, and every process, to the ulti- 
mate scouring, a hand process. She 
spun the yarn in her evenings and odd 
times when she was not helping her 
mother, over a period of three weeks. 
She wove it up on my loom in three 
days. She paid us 6s. for the fleece 
and 5d. for the soap she used. The 
whole length when ready for the 
dressmaker had cost her only 7s. Had 
she dyed it instead of using natural 
colors, it would have cost 3s. more. 

“If one of the village children 
brings her own yarn to be woven by 
this young weaver, she must pay be- 
tween 10s. and 12s. for the weaving, 
the scouring and shrinking. This, 
with the cost of the fleece, 6s., brings 
the total cost of a good costume 
length to the village girl (her own 
spinning, mind) to about 18s. You or 
I buying that same length from these 
spinners and weavers, in pre-war 
days, would have paid anything from 
£2 to £3 for it. 

“In-a community where every girl 
spins flax for her future household 
linen or wool for present use, a vil- 
lage weaver, or even more weavers, 
can certainly live and thrive. The 
thrift here—for the village spinner 
and weaver, or even for the spinner 
alone—is very apparent. And so also 
is the increase of personal dignity in 


the girl who wears these simple, dur- 


able stuffs of her own creation.”

Suffrage in the United States Senate

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Profit Sharing 


NOTWITHSTANDING the splendid cooperative efforts 
put forth by capital and labor to win the war there seems 
to be a wide breach between them today. What is evi 
dently needed is a working plan which will satisfy both 
labor and capital that one of these parties is not trying to 
take advantage of the other. 

One of- the large industrial concerns of the United 
States, emploving about 10,000 men, has adopted a novel 
profit-sharing policy which, 1f successful, may perhaps be 
taken as a basis for the adjustment of the entire labor 
question. The company’s plan provides: “That after 
present capital and permanent labor have each been justly 
compensated, having due regard to the cost of éach (the 
cost of capital and the cost of living), then the additional 
profits accruing from the joint employment of permanent 
st and permanent labor shall be divided equally 
among them—fifty fifty.” It is said that the amount to 
he dis tributed by this profit-sharing plan will aggregate 
hundreds of thousands of dollars, and it is estimated that 

the share of no employee will be less thap $109 a year. A 
statement giving details of the plan says that individu: il 
and departmental efficiency ‘is to be rewarded, and that 
there is to be increasing reward for continuous service. 
These rewards are to have no influence upon the period- 
ical wage readjustments. If satisfactory to both capital 
and labor, ” plan is to cover the year 1919, retroactive 
iPFOM) Ti Aft. and each : succeeding year. 

It is one of the complaints of capital that the demands 
of labor organizations are often unjust, and are instt- 
gated, for the most part, by labor leaders whose occupa 
tions depend upon things being upset in the industrial 
world At the same time it is known that there are fre- 
quent cases in which strikes occur in direct opposition 
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to the advice of labor leaders. This was seen both 
in the United States and in Great Britain during the war. 
Whatever merit the argument may have, it is obvious 
that if labor were satisfied with conditions no amount 
of agitation, on the part of anyone, would be likely to 
bring about strikes. If, for ex xample, the workers were 
to see that it was to their personal interest that the con- 
cerns by which they were employed should turn out the 
largest amount of products, and the hest made goods, 
that could be produced, they would probably give little 
heed to the plea for a shorter working day. It is gener- 
ally agreed that strikes are tremendously costly. If 
afforded an opportunity to participate in the prosperity 
of their employers, it seems altogether likely that em- 
plowees would see the justice in taking also their share of 
possible losses. The elimination of suspicion and 
selfishness would go a long distance toward bringing 
about a better understanding between capital and labor, 
and a step toward that end seems to be the first one 
needed. 


Charles Dickens 


FEBRUARY 7 is a Dickens anniversary, but on that 
day, in the year 1812, no dweller in the little suburb of 
Landport, near the great — naval station of Ports- 
mouth, could have dreamed, or, knowing anything about 
John Dickens, a ‘Navy Baaauiione clerk, would have been 
justijed in dreaming, that an event taking place in his 
humble home would have interest for people all around 
the world, even 107 years later. The times were full of 
other and much weightier events than any that could 
possibly have been privately related to the Dickens family. 
These were, for instance, the days when Napoleon was 
carrving on his disastrous campaign against Russia, when 
the second war between the United States and Great 
Britain was in its initial stages. They were busy days 
tor the British Navy, 
that navy has ever known, and it has seen some very 
stirring times. It was a part of John Dickens’ duty to 
act as nava# paymaster, and in this capacity he frequently 
visited Sheerness, Chatham, Plymouth, and other ports. 
Hie mingled with a great variety of people, and was 1m- 
pressed with a multitude of strange pictures, novel situ- 
ations, and interesting incidents. Following the peace of 
i815, he went to London with his wife and two chil- 
dren, and, nothing else turning up, he found employment 
as a reporter of parliamentary debates for The Daily 
Chronicle. 

[t has not been customary to credit John Dickens with 
exercising a particularly beneficial influence over his son 
(harles, vet the contrary was the case, The father had 
accumulated a vast amount of just the kind of knowledge 
that the son was some day to need in the making of his 
books, and John Dickens imparted this knowledge freely 
to the hoy \\ ho Was one day to become the most famous 
and most. beloved of English novelists. The family 
increased, but the family income failed to respond to the 
erowing demands upon it. John Dickens continued unin- 
termuptedly as a reporter on The Daily Chronicle until 
Ihe Daily News was established, under the auspices of 
lis son Chiles, in 1846, when he accepted a pogition on 
that newspaper, There he remained until all his work 
was cone, : | 

Newspaper men in london were, perhaps, the first to 
of the fact that, in constructing the immortal 
character of Mr, Wilkins Micawber, Dickens had drawn 
largely upon the amiable weaknesses of his father for 
material, No doubt, many of the Micawber traits might 
casily be traced to John Dickens, but, as more than one 
tudent of the latter’s career has taken occasion to 
remark, a man who had kept himself during a period of 
more than forty years upon the London newspaper press, 
with only a single change, and that for the better, must 
have been considerably above the Micawber scale. The 
father of the author was, however, in receipt of no great 
salary, and, having a family consisting of seven persons 
besides himself during a large part of. the forty years, | it 
iS quite, possible that at times he may have given “a little 
bill’? for a temporary accommodation. 

Very likely, Charles Dickens the vouth little realized 
with what capital his father was endowing him in re- 
counting his varied, often colorful, and nearly always 
entertaining experiences. Very likely, Charles Dickens 
the author, in after years, when strange situations and 
strange fancies surged in upon his mentality, failed to 
recognize the source from which they were originally 
derived, but every student of Dickéhs must have won- 
dered how he could have known so much about so many 
things that could not, tor lack of time and opportunity, 
have come under his own observation. Dickens, like his 
father, was an extraordinarily ‘close observer, and no 
doubt saw much of the life which his works so faithfully 
reflect: but, when it 1s considered how narrow were his 
opportunities as a boy, how hard he worked as a young 
inan, and how great were the exactions upon his time 
during the years of his fame, notwithstanding his mgt 
of night tramping, it must appear plain that he had .; 
mentor who unconsciously coached him during his sts 
impressionable vears. : 

flowever, conjecture as to how Dickens came to know 
so much about so many things, as his books show he did 
know, 1s likesengaging in the sate sort of speculation 
about Shakespeare. Most people of an observant dispo- 
sition know more about more things than they are aware. 
It became the task of Dickens to draw upon his store, and 
he found it well-nigh inexhaustible. He unconsciously 
assinulated impressions of his surroundings from child- 
hood upward. The things he saw and the things he heard 
readily found lodgment in his wonderful memory. Yet 
memory alone would not have made him a great novelist. 
Thomas Babington Macaulay had a far more wonderful 
memory, for some things. 

When Dickens began his great career as a writer of 
books he had a storehouse of material, but with this he 
had the dramatic instinct, an artistic literary touch, an 
exceptional sense of the ridiculous and the humorous, and 
a power of description beyond any of his predecessors, 
his contemporaaries, or his successors. He understood 
how to use his material. He took possession of the 
scenes he invented and of the characters he created to

Notes and Comments 


For the sake of justice to those who truly found them- 
selves facing a question of conscierice, it is a pity that 
there is no way of telling at a glance the really conscien- 
tious objector from the unconscientious fellow who used 
the plea in an effort to avoid the draft in the United 
States. General Pershing recognized this difference when 
he set aside the findings of a court-martial that had sen- 
tenced a conscientious objector for desertion, and restored 
the young man to his company for noncombatant service, 
which meant that he need not fight, but must help to 
rescue wounded combatants under fire: The General's 
judgment was verified when the commander of the com- 
pany, watching the conscientious objector at his work, 
later reported that he had “never before witnessed such 
bravery.’’ Conscience, Hamlet to the contrary, does not 
make cowards, however many cowards “assume the 
virtue tho’ they have it not.” 


GLOBE-TROTTERS are beginning to get the fidgets badly. 
Ever since the armistice was signed there has been a rush - 
to obtain passports—to go abroad, magic words. Globe- 
trotters agree with Stevenson, though fame may not have 
come their way: “It is no good compared with a yacht; 
anyway there is more fame in a yacht, more genuine 
fame; to cross the Atlantic and come to anchor tn New- 
port with the Union Jack, and go ashore for your letters 
and hang about the pier, among the holiday yachtsmen— 
that’s fame, that’s glory and nobody can take it away; 
they can’t say your book is bad; you have crossed the 
Atlantic. I should do it south by the West Indies, to 
avoid the Banks; and probably come home by steamer, 
and leave the skipper to bring the yacht home. Well, if 
all goes well, we shall maybe sail out of Southampton 
water some of these days and take a run to Havre, and 
try the Baltic, or somewhere.” Just now, at any rate, 
clobe-trotters may as well know. that a trip from 
Southampton to Havre is not conducive to cheerfulness, 
and as for the Baltic there are disquieting possibilities 
about it; patience is all there is for it. 


Wen the flood waters of the Mississippi retire, each 
year, pools are left behind to dry up or to freeze in winter ; 
and in these pools a large and useful work of fishing was 
done last summer and fall by a crew of men sent out by 
the United States Bureau of Fisheries. Black bass, sun- 
fish, carp, pickerel, and various other food fish were 
caught in quantity and put back into the main stream o! 
the river, Altogether it is estimated that 25,000 to 
50. 000 fish a day were rescued in October, and the total 

from July 1 to Oct, 21 is placed at about 46,618,000. 
Perhaps this odd phase of conservation attracted so little 
attention as seems to have been the case because rescuing 
stranded fish is a matter of habit with the Bureau of Fish- 
eries, and a routine part of its program in keeping up the 
national supply of edible fish. Last year the work 
assumed unusual proportions; and at market prices the 
value of the fish conserved was greater than the total 
appropriation of the bureau for fish-cultural activities. 


Lapy Mary Montacu writes to Pope from Belgrade, 
in February, 1717, O. S. Lady Mary indulges in some 
remarks on the irrationality of mankind, prompted by her 
visit to a battlefield. She is a good déal inclined to beheve 
Mr. Hobbes, that the state of nature is a state of war; 
but thence, she says, “I conclude human nature is not 
rational if the word reason means common sense, as I 
suppose it does.” Nothing seems to be a plainer proof of 
the irrationality of mankind, whatever fine claims we 
pretend to reason, than the rage with which they contest 
for a small spot of ground. The irrationality of mankind 
in that respect, at any rate, is as apparent in the Twentieth 
Century as in Lady Mary’s time. The Twentieth Cen- 
tury quite agrees with Mr. Hobbes, but it does more, it 
begins to know why a state of nature is a state of war, 
and that just makes alfthe difference. 


ANOTHER largest thing of its kind in the world, the 
great telescope that has been twelve years in the making, 
has been set up at the top of Mt. Wilson, in California. 
Its mirror required a glass disk 100 inches.in diameter, 
13 inches thick, and 4% tons in weight. The dome that 
protects it and the machinery that enables it to follow 
the stars demanded the building of a new road and the 
construction of a special kind of motor truck to get them 
up the mountain. . Altogether this latest astronomical 
yet moves without vibration 
or sound by finger pressure on a button. But what would 
perhaps even more astonish, for instance, the ancient 
Chaldeans is that it will do its work chiefly by taking 
photographs. 


THE Milwaukee Boy Scouts, who have come into 
possession of the mysterious lizard-shaped mound on 
Silver Lake, in Wisconsin, and have named it Indian 
Mound Reservation, are to be congratulated. Who orig- 
inally made it, or any of the other American mounds, 
remains an unanswered and apparently an unanswerable 
question. Perhaps some now wholly vanished race. Per- 
haps Indians. There is scholarly argument, if not proof, 
that the mound builders were early Winnebagoes, making 
great earth pictures of their different bird. beast, and 
But nobody knows, not even the Wiscon- 
sin Archeological Society, which is co¢ 9perating with the 
Boy Scouts to preserve this specimen, said to be unique 
in showi ing that primitive engineers leveled the ground 
before the mound builders built on it. And the theories 
will provide wholesome food for Boy Scout conversation. 
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
